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DIPTHERIA 


One of the most 1tmportant 
features of the physical exam- 
inations of schoo) scildren who 
are to enter school next fall, 
now being conducted. through- 
out California, is the provis- 
ion of protection against diph- 
theria. This disease, which for 
30 years has been one of the 
most disasterous of all chil- 
drens’ diseases, has now been 
made absolutely preventable. 
‘Every child who will enter 
school for the first time dur- 
ing the coming fall months 
should be immunized against 
diphtheria now. Parents can 
provide this safeguard for their 
children and insure them 
against contracting this seri- 
ous disease. Any doctor of 
medicine can immunize against 

v diphtheria. The procedure is 
simple, produces no ill effect 
and is in no way dangerous 
ito the child. The wise parent 
will guard against the risk of 
having his child contract the 
disease by giving him the sure 
protection that immunization 
affords. If every child one 
year and over were immunized 
against diphtheria, it would 
soon be a vanishing disease. 

‘Unlike most of the other 
communicable diseases of chil- 
dren, diphtheria has no char- 
acteristic eruption. It is caus- 
ed by a germ infection which 
often leads to the formation 
of a grayish-white membrane 
in the throat or other air 
passages, Sometimes this metm- 
brane grows large enough ta 
hlock the air passage and the 
patient virtually chokes to 
death. Sometimes there is no 
visible membrane, although the 
patient may suffer from an ex- 
tremely severe type of the dis= 
ease. This is due to the pow- 
erful toxins or poisong that 
are developed im the course 
of the disease. These poisons 
work terrific damage on the 
heart and other organg of 
the body. It is this fact that 
makes diphtheria one of the 
most devastating of all com- 
municable diseases. Parents 
are justified in having a 
wholesome fear for this dis- 
ease, 

Children entering school for 
the first time make new con- 

tracts with other children 
from other neighborhoods and 
the risk of contracting come 
municable diseases at that 
time becomes greater. Immuni- 
zation, therefore, ig necessary 
in order that the child may 
not contract. the disease. Every 
chi'd has a right to be as 
healthy as human knowledge 
can make him. There is no 
better way to help a _ child 
than to. provide him’ with 
adequate protection against 
contracting diphtheria. The 
parents’ duty in the matter 
is plain and there should be 
‘no hesitation in securing im- 
munization. Some health auth- 
orities say that the time is 
coming when every death from 
diphtheria will be looked upon 
as one of criminal negligence 
and, therefore, a case for a 
coroner’s jury to act upon. At 
the present time there is no 
excuse for failure to take ad- 
vantage of this protective 
measure. The wise parent will 
have his children immunized. 
against diphtheria without de- 
lay.

ACQUITTED ON 
GIRL CHARGE 


Captain Orville I. I. Clampitt is 
Acquitted by Army Court Mar- 
tial After a Lengthy Trial

SAN FRANCISC O, April 19.— 


Captain Orville I. Clampitt, United 


States Army Chaplain, was ac- 
quitted late today by the army 
court martial trying him on 


charges of falsely stating he re- 
lations with Miss Lucelle Swal- 
low, Kansas beauty parlor attend- 
ant. 

The verdict of acquittal came 
shortly after 5 o'clock today after 
a lengthy trial. 

Chaplain Clampitt took the wit- 
ness stand himself in a final ef- 
fort to clear his name and with- 
ing two hours after he had left 
the stand the board of army of- 
ficers who tried him returned to 
verdict of “not guilty”, completely 
vindicating the young mupistes who 
is a married man, 

Saptain Clampitt appeared about 
ready to break when his fate was 
announced. 

He declared he was thankful 0 
all members of the court for the 
fair trial accorded him and de- 
clared his further plans were un- 
certain. He would not say whe- 
ther he would remain in the army 
or resign, but made it clear: he 
will continue his ministerfal work. 

The court was out less than ten 
minutes when they arrived at their 
verdict. It was reported but not: 
that the young army 
chaplain was given an unaminous 
acquittal.

TOPEKA, Kan., April 19.—The® 
state highway engineers of Nevada 
ure heaving a few well-earned 
sighs of relief, and perhaps -lush- 
ing a blush of honest ‘pride now 
and again. They went into a cer- 


tain canyon in the mountain por- 
tion of their state a canyon al- 
ready filled ‘with a river and a 
railroad, with farms occupying 
such odd corners of: land in the 
canyon bed as were neither rail- 
road nor river. 

To river and railroad alike, the 
Nevada engineer's said, “Lay over 
a little, can’t you?” And the river 


and railroad have laid over to ac- 
comodate the Victory Highway. A 
river, a railroad and a broad, gent- 
ty-graded highway in one canyon— 
highway engineering, like polities, 
makes strange bed fellows. 

The Truckee river rises in the 
mountains of western Nevada, west 


of. Reno, and at one time had its 
canyon all to itself as it rushed 
between the precipitous walls down 
to the Pacific. Then the pioneers 
came along. The river obligingly 
made room for their little farms 
in the canyon which it had dug 
for itself. Followed the railroad, 
and the river edged over a little 
more, so that artery of travel 
might find lodging. Now there is 
a new era—the era of the auto- 


mobile—with new demands, and the 
demand has been met in Nevada. 
The Nevada and California high- 
way departments agreed upon the 
Truckee canyon as the logical out- 
Jet for transcontinental traffic be- 
tween the two states, on its way to 
California, And the engineers set 
about persuading the river that 
there was room forthe highway 
in the canyon which {ft has oblig- 
ingly dug through the ages before 
course 


man came to hamper its 
and preempt its territority. 
There was a road of sorts through 
the canyon but it was not such a 
road as’ the average ‘motorist re- 
joiced in. Caonstructed_pb; tween the 
canyon, Walls H -crossé 
crossed -the river bed and the rail- 
road tragks. Its grades. were some- 
thing awful, and in places it clung 


precariously to the sides of 
canyon. 

Now that. is all changed. Once 
there were four railway crossings 


14 miles of road between 
the city of Reno, and the state line. 
All have been eliminated by the 
reletatién ‘of the highway. At one 
point there is a huge tluff on the 
north side of the river. The high- 
way could not go ‘through or 
around the blaff, and there was no 
room at its foot for highway, 
river and railroad. So the engineers 
reached out into the middle of the 
stream, seized upon an_ island, 
moved the island to the bank of 
the river, diverting the course of 


‘the sream, and put the railroad on 


the island—leaving a clear path 
past the foot of the cliff for the 
highway. It cost $101,208 to do it, 
but it is ‘done. In the last half 
mile between Reno and the Cali- 
fornia line, the grading alone .cost 
$87.533 and. included’ the removal 
of 1,734 carloads of rock. Most of} 
thiy material was taken from two 
huge cuts, one of them seventy 
feet deep, and used to fill in ra- 
vines, The cost of the road is ap- 
proximately $60,965. ; 

The roadway has been surfaced 
with an 18-foot concrete pavement 
for a distance of 9.72 miles, leav- 
ing 4.23 miles to be paved later 
after the new fills have settled. 
California has taken up the work 
at the state line, and is carrying 
it on in the fashion which was set 


by Nevada.
